TRUE RELIGION AND ITS OBJECT. 

Tum does not appear to exist as correct an understanding as should be, in 
relation to the real object to be gained by the existence of religion among 
men. It must bé remembered that to-day, as it has been almost from the 

allet ages, religion i is of two kinds the true and the false. True religion 
ia that which has been revealed by God from the heavens, and proclaimed by 
Prophets and other divinely-inspired ministers on the earth. False religions 
are those varied forms, creeds and dogmas which have emanated from the 
minds of men, and are based either on vague superstition, inherent ‘tradition, 
ar erroneous conclusions drawn from an incorrect and uninspired reading of 
the Scriptures. As religion to be of any real saving guod to man, must be 
true, and therefore of Divine origin, we must endeavor to find that which is 
divine, and then look to Divinity for the reason and object of its existence. 
How is the inquirer to accomplish this? First by prayerfully seeking the | 
Lord for licht, and then searching the Scriptures. For it is plain that the 
religion revealed to the ancient Patriarchs and Prophets in their pilgrimage, 
to the Israclites in the wilderness, and to the Ohristian Church in Christ's 
day, was the Divine, and consequently the TRUX RELIGION.  _ 

But, says the reader, we find, that revealed religion differed in the 
— which of them should we follow now? This is a point we 
desire to touch upon. People seem to think that the Gospel preached by the 
Savior was entirely a different religion from that enjoyed by the ties 

t this is not the case. Various conditions among the people in differe 
ages, involved the necessity of revealing certain laws and principles especially 
adapted to their requirements. For among the excellent qualities of true 
religion is that of adaptability to the immediate circumstances of the people 
to whom and for whom it is given. But fandamentally, true religion is un- 
changeable. Varied phases of it may be introduced in different dispensations 
because of the ever changing circumstances of successive generations, bat the 
ancients received in faith and obeyed the Gospel of Jesus Christ. And St. 
Paul refers to this when he says, “I would not have you ignorant brethren, 
that our fathers were baptized unto Muses in the cloud and in the sea.” But 
their circumstances differed from those in the meridian of time, hence’ we 
have on record the Patriarchal Dispensation, with its peculiar requirements 
and its beautiful order and blessings, Then followed the introduction of kings 
among the people of ancient Israel, when other phases of the Divine economy 
became necessary and were revealed, suitable to the changed condition and 
circumstances of that generation. Then came the Babylonish captivity, and 
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wad during the seveaty years in Babylon, when Daniel received the word of 
the: Lond; us also other Prophets who afterwards from time to time cheered, 
chastioed, . weproved and instructed IJerae) according. to their 
eircumastantea.

Tho time had come when. the forms ‘and ceremonies of Judaism wete to 
give place to the simpler and more refined phases of religion as set forth in 
the Gospel tanght by Jesus. New conditions had arrived, aufl many of the 
tulers among the Jewish people were looking for the fulfillment of prophecies 
relating to this event So that Hered caused the children to be slain, think - 
ing to destroy the young child Jesus, ere he had time to assert. himself as the 
promised Messiah. Simeon had looked for this day, and tanking the child in 
his arms; he uttered that beautiful prayer, Lord now Jettest' thou thy 
servant depart in peace, accotding t thy word, for mine eyes have seen thy 
aalvation.“ Changés were necessary in the religious economy of tha world. 
and it was not leſt to man to make them. They were dictated by the God of. 
heaven, and brought into requisition through bis Divinely appointed servants, 
In all of these manifestations of Divine power and wisdum,, ane great object 
was manifested: above cverything else.

ing religious history, than the true object of revealed religion. 


Nox as at all other times, there can be but one true religion, and that must 
be Divina... This being the case, according to all the religious history quoted, 
god all found within the lids of the Bible, its object must be as above 
stated,—the ‘entightenment, improvement and final salvation of man, or at 
least as many as will obey its requirements. All religions which have not 
these objects in view, are necessarily false, But this is not all, they may

n af rhe Die Divine power which qualifies the true religion to save man. 
Yale te Holy Spirit be bestowed, how can the religionist be led into all 
truth, or taught things past, present and to come; and how casa he show 


¢evelation followed revelation both before the time, predieting the calamity, 
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forth the fruits of that spirit which are love, peace, joy, meoknees, faith ang 
works, And according to the Soriptures, the Holy Ghost 
revealed from heaven, throagh obedience to the first drdinances. uf thé Gobspal: 
The true religion will then be in accordance ‘with: this, requirement o Holy 
Writ. The ordinances of baptism and laying on of hands, with their conse+ 
quent blessings, will be found to exist as prominent features of the trus 
religion. In short, its object being the same in all ages, ite: fundamental 
truths and principles must ever be the same. Ita object: being salvation, it mus 
be built on the foundation of Apostles and Prophets, Jesus Christ being tha 
chief corner stone. In other words, it must be based on a living Priesthiod, 
possessed of Divine revelation and the means of obtaining more whenever 
requisite. It must have the organization of Christ's Church in ita entirety; 
and possess the Divine power as well as the form. It must be tho: reality 
and not merely the resemblance, if we would trust ourselves. within its pales. 
This is the religion the Latter-day Saints have received, and by which they 
are enlightened and blessed, and through which they will finally be glorified 
in the Father's presence. Outside of the revealed religion of Jesus Christ no 
man has this promise. People might as well in John’s day, have gone to the 
Jewish Rabbis for baptiam, as to present themselves to-day to any but the 
authorized ministers of the true religion for admission to Christ’s Church. 
The reading of the Scriptures did not qualify the ancients to officiate, neither 
will it do so to-day. It required a Divine appointment then, it requires the 
same now. And if our aim is true enlightenment, genuine improvement and 
full salvation, we must seek it in the heavenly, true and revealed religion 
which has saved the ancient Saints, and will at last glorify all the obedient 
children of Adam in the mansions of the Father.

THE FATAL ACCIDENT.—We are now prepared to lay the following 
particulars before our readers, concerning the fatal accident which befel brother 
Albert R. Carrington on the 8th December last, and which was’ cablegraphed! 
to his father in Liverpool. The details which we publish appeared in the 
Deseret Evening News of the 9th ult., which hus lately come to hand. . 

“ A thrill of horror vibrated through the community, last night, us far ap 
the intelligence reached, at the sud news that Albert R Carrington had been 
run over by a freight engine at the Utah Central depot, and fearfully mangled. 
Being conductor on one of the freiglit trains, he came down from Ogden last | 
evening, reaching this city about 6.45. The train being a long one, it was 
necessary to divide it and run a pare on to the switch. Young Carrington 
took the coupling pin out while the cars were in motion, tripped over the rail 
as he was getting out from between, and was caught by the elugine and dragged 
a distauce of several feet. Some of the Wheels passed over both legs beluy 
the knees, mangling them terribly. The unfortunate young man wa oars od 
to the waiting room. Snperintendent John Sharp was immediately no if d, 
und surgeons were summoned. Pending the arrival of the lätter, he exbibite 
great fortitude and coolness, and looked several times at liis watch to see’ how 
rue time was passing. When the doctors arrived he requested them to give 
Lim something to alleviate his sufferings, which were intense. After an exami- 
nation by Dr. H. J. Richards, Dr. Joseph Richards and Dr, Hamilton, it ws 
decided that there was ho possibility of saying the limbs, even in the event 
the patient surviving the shock, which appeared exceedingly! doubtful. H
